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THE"BLA(X DEVIL" 1 


Being a Tale of a Spanish Pirate Brig.

One who IMS read up on the 


and adventures of Morgan, Drake, Van 
Horn, Montbars and other freebooters 
who flourished in the last half of the 
seventeenth century by preying on 
Spanish commerce, must admit that 
they were a lawless lot, and that they 
ftllowed neither r\iman life nor hard 
knocks to stand in >heir way. As for 
-cruelty, however, the instances - are 
rare. They fought without counting 
the odds, and when they had captured 
a galleon or a town their prisoner? had 
nothing to fear in the way of personal 
violence. 


In the year 1801, as may be found in 


the archives of England and America, 
b Spanish brig called the "Black Devil" 
made her a ppearance in the Caribbean. 
|She had a career of five years, and 
changed captain and «rew half a dozen 
ttimcs, and it is estimated that she de- 
btroyed 40 vessels and killed 500 sailors 
and passengers. There was hardly a 
port on the American coast which did 
»not furnish a craft as a victim, and it 
*was known to a certainty that 31 Eng- 
lish 
merchantman 
fell 
into her 


clutches to be plundered and sunk and 
their crews sent to death. The French 
•were also heavy sufferers, and there 
finally came a day when it was decided 
to send out men-of-war to hunt the 
Black Devil to her doom. One was 
dispatched by each government, and 
fthe brig took the alarm and disap- 
peared for a few months. She was 
eaid to have been lost at sea, and the 
English frigate was the only craft 
.which hung on and waited for her to 
jreappea?. 


> Before telling you what happened 
fwhen the Courier met the Black 
J)evil, it will be well to give a few par- 
ticulars of the pirate's career. You 
Tviil find them among the records of 
Greenwich hospital, as well as in the 
(archives of the English war depart* 
[tnent. Perhaps the first capture made 
iby the pirate was that-of the Ben and 
Mary, of Hull. She was headed up for 
Jamaica when attacked, and although 
la trader she made a good fight before 
jfihe was captured. Joseph Sanders was 
a seaman aboard, and the only one 
who escaped, and in his written state- 
ment he says that of the 18 men com- 
prising the crew, seven were killed be- 
fore the pirate got alongside. As they 
boarded the merchantman they cut 
down four others, although they had 
'surrendered. Of the seven others six 
died of torture. It was early in the 
femorning when the capture was made, j 
fend all day long the pirate was trans* 
terring- cargo and torturing the men. 
They were taken one by one and hung 
Up head downwards—gashed , with 
•knives—ears cut off find 
fingernails 


pulled out with pincers, and their tor- 
tures made to last as long as possible, 
[Late in tl ^ afternoon Snundera was 
rcalled out. He was the last left alive. 
lA» he was left free for a moment he 
Idashed' three or four men aside and 
sprang overboard, and although he 
-was fired upon many times he swam 
away unhurt, and for the next 20 
hours drifted about on a box which 
Ihad formed part of the cargo. 


A French merchantman called the 


Prince was captured with a crew of 
20 men. After she had been plun* 
tiered th'e pirate bored holes in her bot- 
tom and sailed away, but she was come 
up with before she sank by a ship 
called the Swiftsure, of Boston. 
It 


•was found that the crew had been tor- 
tured to death. In the case of the 
Fair Wind, of London, some of the 
crew were crucified. The crew of a 
French vessel, which was drifting 
about water-logged, had been hung to 


near me spauiara. AS ne taUK up TH« 
pursuit, he begun to overhaul his top 
hamper, and after a few hours the, 
smart frigate looked as slovenly as 
any merchantman afloat. The pirate 
let herself be o\erhauled to within a 
mile before she flew the black flag, and 
as the emblem floated to the masthead 
she tired the first gun. She mounted 
12 guns and had a crew of 118 men. 
The frigate mounted 24 guns and had a 
crew of X40. 


It was not many minutes before the 


pirate found that he had been tricked. 
He would then have got away, but the 
breeze fell and he was under the guns 
of the Courier. The only thing to 
the credit of thu Black Devil was the 
fight she made against superior force. 
Capture meant the halter, and for two 
long hours the pirates stood up to their 
work. At the end of that time she had 
lost upwards of 80 men, half her guns 
were dismounted* and the brig had 
been hulled so often that there was 
five feet of water in her hold. She was 
still fighting when the frigate ran her 
aboard and poured 50 men on to her 
decks. In ten minutes they had pos- 
session. But little of value was found 
aboard the brig, as she had just re- 
turned to her cruising ground, but 
many of the articles removed are to be 
found in the British museum to-day* 
She was regularly fitted out with a 
stock of implements of torture. Be- 
tweendeckstherewas a large cauldrou 
set in l.rickwork, arid close by a stock 
of seven barrels 01 oil. She had thumb- 
screws by the dozen, spiked boots, the 
racks and benches used in the inquisi- 
tion, and indeed nothing was lacking in 
the torture line. 


Only 28 men of the pirate's crev 


lived to be taken prisoners. Among 
them was her fourth or fifth captain, 
whose name was Alvarez. He was a 
man of 30, and no greater fiend ever 
lived. He was the last man to give in, 
and was so severely wounded that for 
some days it was a question whether 
he would live or die; The brig was so 
badly knocked about that she found- 
ered, and the frigate lauded the pirates 
in Jamaica for trial. 
They were a 


swaggering, boasting, definat lot. Not 
one of them would turn king's evi- 
dence, nor did any fear death. In cold 
blood and knowing it would be used 
against them, the captain, mate and 
several of the crew made statements 
which held them up as veritable devils. 
The captain had only engaged in two 
captures, and both vessels were Eng- 
lish. One carried a crew of 15, and the 
other of 18 men. He boasted that every 
man had been tortured to death, and 
that some had lived six hours after 
their torture commenced.' 
He said 


that with his own hand he had cut oil 
the ears, toes and fingeiVof a mer- 
chant captain, and then spiked him 
down on his own deck with no less 
than 14 ship nails. 


The mate had. been with the brig- 


from the outset of her career. It took 
him two days f,o make his "confession." 
All the implements of torture were in 
his charge, and he was the one who di 
rected' their application. He said he 
ha$ been the death of 100 English, 
French and American sailors, and 
there was sufficient corroborative evi- 
dence to prove that he was not boast- 
ing. The first capture made by the 
Black Devil when she started out 
was the ship Plymouth Kock, of Salem. 
Until the final capture of the pirates 
the fate of this craft was a mystery, 
although it was generally believed that 
she had sprung a leak and foundered in 
a, gale at sea. That devil of a mate,

of them had probably lived for a day 
or two before death came.

chased the long boat for a couple of 
&OUTS, but as the wind was light they 
could not come up with her. Then 
they returned to pick lip the Sn6w. 


As the long boat with.Josiah Marsh 


and his crew aboard ran down through 
the Mona passage they met the British 
frigate Courier and gave her the news, 
.{They had left the pirate craft 40 miles 
. behind them, but the Englishman was 
prompt to go in search. The Ameri- 
icans asked that they might be taken 
aboard and serve until the Black Devi! 
,waa destroyed, and their request was 
fcomplied with. In a spirit of bravo 
,the pirate captain had entered her 
capture on the log, and had added that 
he should cruise for a week between 
iPnerto ftico and the Barbadoea, Acci- 
dent had changed his plans, however, 
As his craft lay alongside the Snow 
theif rigging became entangled and 
the Black Devil had her fore topmast 
iprung* She catne to anchor under 
the lee of one of the Virgin islands to 
repair damages, and had just got all

oft* S»n Salvador, and of torturing

others were hacked and gashed and 
had their bones broken before being 
put to death. A French merchant- 
man called the Dove had been mistting 
for two years, and was supposed to 
have been lost at sea. .The mate of the 
Black Devil had her name and the cir- 
cumstances of her capture recorded 
in his memory. The Dove had a crew 
of 10 men and carried nim? passengers, 
all of whom were men. She was armed 
and made a fight, and five of her crew 
were killed before she was captured. 
As the pirate was pressed for time 
none of the living1 were tortured. 
Holes were bored to scuttle the Dove, 
and then her anchor was got over the 
bows and her cable overhauled to run 
over the rail. To this cable were tied 
the 20 survivors, a part of them being 
wounded. They stood in line clear 
back to the mainmast, each one tied 
by his left wrist, and when the anchor 
vtos out away all were dragged over* 
board with it. 


The trial of the pirates lasted about 


two .weeks, and they were given two 
more in which to prepare for death, 


one of them weakened in the

charge of the execution and said:

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GROWN BY THE BILLION 


A Microbe Factory Where the 


Deadly Germs That Produce 
Disease are Cultivated* 


•eeee*eeeeeee*»«eeoeeeee«e 


[London Letter. I 


Perhaps the most extensive microbe 


factory in the world is located here, 
not a stone's throw 
from Chelsea 


bridge, on the Middlesex side of the 
river. It is an ornate looking red 
building called the British Institute 
of Preventive Medicine, and within 
its walls are bred microbes by the 
billion. 
And they are not by any 


means 
harmless varieties, either. 


Most of them are responsible for some 
one or the other of the plagues that 
afflict humanity. 
In one incubator 


is the bacillus septicus of consump- 
tion; in another is that responsible 
for the bubonic plague. 
A furry- 


looking specimen produces lockjaw, 
and there are 
hundreds of others, 


each more deadly than the other, to 
judge from their names. 


Peering curiously into the incuba- 


tors, which look for all the world like 
ordinary domestic ovens fitted with 
glass doors, one can at first see noth- 
ing save a number of round 
glass 


tubes, their ends stuffed with ordi- 
nary cotton wool. A closer investi- 
gation of the separate test 
tubes, 


however, reveals the fact that each 
and every one of them contained a 
different colored fluid. 


The bacilli need to be fed in order 


to develop, and different varieties of 
microbes require different kinds of 
provender. 
Thus, the diphtheria 


bacilli thrive best on a diet of solidi- 
fied horse blood and prepared gela- 
tine. Agar jelly, which comes from 
Japan, is a favorite titbit with many 
species, while others will only as- 
similate the juices of raw potatoes, 
milk or meat broth. 


A FASCINATING STUDY. 


In many other respects they are 


queer things, 
these inconceivably 


tiny organisms, 
so much so that 


breeding them is said by those who 
have tried it to be fully as fascinat- 
ing a hobby as is the 
rearing of 


orchids. For one thing, it is full of 
excitement, since, in microbe breed- 
ing it is usually the unexpected that 
happens. 
You may imagine 
that 


you have bedded down in agar jelly 
a thriving specimen of the bacillus 
diphtheriae columbarum—an organ- 
ism which is responsible for a disease 
allied to diphtheria in pigeons—but 
the nonsterilazation of a needle—or 
a carelessly stoppered test tubs, lets 
in an outsider, and you find that you 
have unwittingly trapped a new va- 
riety of disease germ hitherto un- 
known to bacteriologists. 


Even when carefully and consist- 


ently humored the microbe is apt to 
die on very slight provocation. To 
their frail organizations a zephyr is 
a hurricane, a passing 
footfall an 


earthquake of the first magnitude. 
One exceedingly 
fruitful cause of 


microbe mortality is overcrowding, 
and this can be easily understood 
when it is known that it is possible 
to obtain 200,000,000,000 
separate 


organisms from a single individual 
in the space of a few days. 


CAH HAKDLY KILL THEM. 


On the other hand, their tenacity of 


life, under certain circumstances, is 
marvelous* You may freeze them for 
months, desiccate them so that they 
look like 
powdered 
sugar or the 


bloom of an overripe peach, or even 
give them a bath of liquid air at a 
temperature of 200 centigrade, with- 
out in any way affecting- their vital- 
ity or diminishing their power for 
evil, 
Boiling water, on the 
other 


hand, is instantly fatal to them. So, 
also, is even a weak solution of car- 
bolic acid. 


At the institute bacilli are not cul- 


tivated for the fun of the thing. Ex- 
periments of incalculable benefit to 
mankind are constantly being made, 
The microbe is studied and restudied, 
measured, weighed and 
generally 


"reckoned up, ' until cveiything that 
can be learned about him is learned, 
Only then do the authorities consider 
themselves in a position to advise 
the ordinary practitioner regarding 
the true nature of the particular dis- 
ease for which the 
microbe 
may 


chance to be icsponsible. 


The laboratory is constantly used 


as an aid toward the correct diag- 
nosis of disease. 
A 
doctor has a 


case of, say, diphtheria. He sends 
a bit of membrane scraped from his 
patient's throat to the institute, and 
in a few hours the authorities there 
lire able to wire him, ''Yours is a case 
of true diphtheria," or not, as the 
case may be. It is the same with 
any other 
germ-induced disease— 


leprosy, consumption, enteric, plague, 
small pox and scarlet fever. 


PROP OF BLOOD NEEDED, 


A specimen of the blood of the in- 


fected person is nil that is required, 
This, inclosed in the usual sterilized 
test tube, is placed in an incubator 
and in the course of a few hours, if 
the disease be really present, 
the 


typical bacilli of that particular ail- 
ment will be found swarming, liter- 
ally by the million, 
in 
that one 


single drop of blood. 


Another use to which the institute 


is put is the testing of air samples, 
These come from factories, barracks 


t theaters, private houses, 
etc., all 


the country, and the method by 


$,, Which they an? collected is beautiful 
V1* it* simplicity* A round, fiat disk 


of glass—technically called a plate-*-* 
is coated with glycerine and exposed 
in the suspected locality. 
After be- 


ing allowed to remain there for a 
certain number of hours it is removed 
to the laboratory and placed in an 
incubator at a temperature of 300 
degrees. 
In this atmosphere any 


bacilli that may be present quickly 
develop and aie readily classified by 
the experts in attendance. 


Before leaving, an attendant was 


asked what would happen in 
the 


event of a charged test tube being 
accidentally broken, so as to permit 
of the germs therein being distri- 
buted in the surrounding atmosphere. 
The answer was reassuring. The ar- 
tificially bred microbes, deprived of 
warmth and nourishment, would per- 
ish as certainly and as speedily as 
would an orchid cast adrift upon an 
ice floe.

They were aware 
of the profit in trapping minks, also 
of its uncertainties. 
So they were 


prompted to try raising them. 
In 


three years, 'according to the story, 
they had made enough to take them 
t/hrough college and a profit besides. 


Mr. Harvey has a pen about 10x£G 


feet and a yard of the same size, en- 
closed by a tight board fence six 
feet high, for his minks. The build- 
ing and the 
fence 
'are set on an 


eigh teen-inch 
stono 
foundation, 


placed two feet below the surface to 
prevent the animals fiom burrowing 
out and escaping. He has captured 
six females and one male from the 
marsh at the south end of Bock lane. 


"I began last October. I caught 


most of the minks in regular steel 
traps. 
It breaks their legs, but as 


a rule, they limp but for a week or 
two. That little one's leg was almost 
oft' when I caught her, the paw hang- 
ing by a piece of skin, but within a 
month shs was able to run around 
as well as any of them. 


'•They are as nimble on their feet 


as mice, climbing up the corners of 
the pen and under the eaves. I have 
a board on top of the fence to pre- 
vent their getting out. These ani- 
m-als have great flattening powers, a, 
good-sized mink can crawl through 
a horizontal crack an inch wide. They 
are very fond of fish and frogs. 
If 


I place a number of frogs in the tank 
you ought to sea them come out and 
j ump into the 
water. 
And 
the 


strangest thing is that they take 
out every frog and carry it in the 
pen before 'they eat one."

ca, in spite of minor differences, are 
deiived from one stock, 


The theory of independent evolu- 


tion appears :o oe applicable to a 
few other generations in the animal 
ingdom, where striking similarities 
annot be readily accounted for on 
he hypothesis of migration, 
And 


he relief is often strengthened by a 
hain of ancestral fossil forms that 
re more primitive. 
But Mr, Lydek: 


er remarks that this continent does 
not ssem to have been inhabited by 
,pes. 
There are monkeys in South 


America, but they are as far re- 
moved from the ape, structurally, as 
he ape is from man. The apes which 
oday mo&t closely approach man in 
ize and organization live in Africa. 
And the "missing link" which Mr, 


Dubois discovered four or five years 
ago (Pithecanthropus erectus) was 
an inhabitant of the East Indies. 
Jut neither living apes nor fossil re- 
mains of them have been encountered 
n America. 
It has been suspected 


hat certain animal forms in South 
America may have come from Afri- 
a or Australia across a bridge that 
s believed to have temporarily ex- 
ended from the antarctic continent. 
And that is one reason why geolo- 


gists and paleontologists want to 
lave the neighborhood of the south 
tole explored. 
'But xip to now evi- 


ence that man or his ancestors came 
o this continent by that route is ut- 
erly lacking. 
Mr. Lydekker, like many American 


uithorities, believes that the abor- 
gines of this -continent came from 
Asia and are of Mongolian origin. 
E^hey were men,' and Mongols, he 
hinks, when fchfey first appeared in 
his country. 'The geographical ar- 
gument is not considered. The prob- 
ible route is not pointed out. 
Mr. 


jydekker deals chiefly 
with re- 


semblances such as are employed in 
racing relationships between species 
of lower animate* 
The points of 


similarity which he notes are com- 
plexion, straight, coarse, black hair, 
an almost total absence of beard and 
prominent cheek bones. 
Still, while 


others have tried to make it appear 
;>hat the red man is really yellow, 
Mr. Ldekker frankly admits that 
this is not so, and 'that the complex- 
,on of the Mongol is not the same as 
;hat of the American Indian, 


The 
English 
pateontologist 


enumerates some of the other differ- 
ences between the two races. 
The 


American has a retreating forehead. 
His eyes do not slant like the China- 
man's. 
In some Indian tribes con- 


spicuous brow ridges are found above 
the eyes. 
The American generally 


has a narrow nose, with a high 
bridge. 
Moreover, he is a stalwart 


fellow, often attaining a height of 
six feet in Patagonia. 
The fact 


that the Malays, to whom is ascribed 
a Mongolian origin, have lost the 
slant eye, is cited to show how time 
might,have worked a change in this 
respect in the American Indian. 


However, this feature appears in 


some of the Eskimos, who are credit- 
ed with a remote connection with the 
parental Asiatic stock. 
What is 


perhaps the most radical difference 
is found in the forms of the heads 
of the laces compared* The Eskimos 
and some of the eastern tribes of 
North America possess rather long 
heads, the Mongols have short ones 
and those of the -western and south- 
ern Indians are intermediate between 
the two. 


A portion of Mr* Lydekker's article 


is devoted to minor differences in 
physical form, language and civili- 
zation that would naturally manifest 
themselves in the course of centur- 
ies. 
Inasmuch as the language of 


the conqueror is often imposed on 
the conquered, it does not alonfe con- 
stitute an important clew to descent 
This is equally 'true of ceremonies 
and industrial practices. 


However, Mr. Lydekker roughlj 


subdivides the aborigines of the con 
tinent into North, Central and South 
Americans and Patagonians,

Scut'h BendM Ind., Sept. 8.—Elabor-

reet Governor Boosevelt when he ar- 


rived here over the Michigan Central 
railrcavl.

case against our 
interference is 


abandoned. To treat the Filipinos 
on the "consent of the governed 
theory," in the way in which Mr. 
Bryan proposes, would be without 
their consent to put them under a 
military 
oligarchy,

would be so certain to involve us 
in a perpetual career of militarism 
as to turn the Filipinos loose and 
yet endeavor to guarantee them a 
stable government and insure them 
against interference from outside 
powers. 


Such a course would not only 


leave a lasting stain on our own 
honor, but would be an atrocious 
piece of treachery to those Filipinos

A NEW MOTOR. 


From Germany comes the design 


of a remarkable motor that turns heat 
energy dhectly into motion through 
the intermediary action of electri- 
city. The machine is called a thermo- 
electric motoi, and works on the fami- 
liar principle of the electiic motoi 
somewhat modified to meet the pecu- 
liar exigencies of the case. In action 
it is essentially an electiic motor, 
but one deriving its electiical energy 
from heat applied to it through 
thermo-electiic couples. A theimo- 
electi ic couple is composed of two 
dissimilar metals, such as hon and 
coppei. Any complete ciicuit made 
of two metals must necessaiily have 
two junctions of the two in it. 


If one of these junctions is heated 


more than the other an electric cur- 
rent will flow in the ciicuit, its 
amount and diiection depending on 
the natuie of the two metals, the dif- 
ference in tempeiature between the 
two junctions and the resistance it 
encounters in its path. On the motoi 
machine the couples aie made of hon 
and nickel, fhmly brazed together, 
They are ananged like the wind- 
ings of the ordinaly electiic motor, 
with one set of junctions brought 
conveniently to the surface, where 
gas jets play upon them. The othei 
set aie cooled by a lapid circulation 
of air about them, engendered by 
the rotation of the machine. While 
the motoi is of no practical value 
it is an exceedingly interesting ex- 
emplification of the ease with which 
energy may be transformed and re 
transf 01 med through 
the vai iou£

THE MAN HIMSELF. 


This is Dowie: 
He is fifty-five years old. Hi 


beard and hair are white. He 
strongly put together and alway 
looks as if in perfect health. 
Hi 


step is light, his eyes clear and hi; 
voice is as the voice of a dozen men 
He is well educated. He has had thi 
training of a Congregational minis 
ter and has been a minister in tha 
church. He has a style of his own 
both in the pulpit and in his literar; 
work. He wastes no words. He i 
unconventional in his choice of word 
and just as unconventional in hi: 
delivery. He calls names from hi 
pulpit—sometimes ugly names—an 
he tides roughshod over the feeling! 
of 
his 
congregations. 
He abuse: 


when he thinks they need it 
he wheedles when he believe: 


made up his mind that Christ 
meant to cure the body as well as 
the soul, and that prayer, accom- 
panied by the laying on of hands, 
would do what was required. 
He 


kept his belief to himself for awhile. 
His first patient was himself. He 
had stomach trouble and was about 
o die. The doctors could do noth- 
ng for him. He read the Bible all 
me night, prayed for a cure and was 
jured. That is, he says so. 
In Sydney "Dr." Dowie made his 


first acquaintance with jails. 
He 


was locked up twice for holding tem- 
perance meetings on the street with- 
out the permission of the mayor. 
Once he served1 five days, and the 
next offense resulted in a term six 
lines that long. 
At the time he 


was an 
ordained' Congregational 


minister, with a charge, but was 
rtowly giving up that faith. 


He let go in 1878. 
Then he went 


;o Melbourne. There he set up the 
Free Christian tabernacle—the first 
of its kind—and in it he had his 
first opportunity to practice what he 
believed. The putrid fever raged in 
Australia shortly after Dowie estab- 
ished the tabernacle, and he went 
out into the country and cured many 
sick persons by the laying on of 
hand® and by prayer. Then he left 
Australia. 
For this there are two

him is that he did not want to found 
his great church just then and de- 
sired to travel.

his enemies is that he was driven 
out by the authorities, who objected 
to his new doctrine.

In 1890 he went to Chicago. He 


says he "wanted to fight the devil 
on his own ground." He established 
healing homes . They were in resi- 
dence parts of the city. There were 
deaths in them, and as "Dr." Dowie 
used no drugs—only prayer and the 
laying on of hands—the physicians 
feared for the public health and an 
ordinance calling the homes hospi- 
tals and requiring that medicines 
be used was passed. Tinder it "Dr." 
Dowie was arrested more than one 
hundred times. 
The ordinance is 


now a dead letter. 
He haa eight 


homes and is free from arrest. 


In 1895 he was so prominent in 


consequence of the agitation con- 
cerning him and his faith healing 
methods that he thought the time 
was ripe for the establishment of 
the church he intended to 
found 


when he left Australia. He founded 
it, calling it the Christian Catholic 
Church of Zion, and made himself its 
head, with the title of general over- 
seer. He personally selected elders 
to help him and organized a white 
robed choir of men and women. The 
choir contains excellent singers and 
is thoroughly drilled. "Dr." Dowie 
writes some of the songs it sings. 
He also set up a printing plant and 
began the publication of a weekly 
paper. He called it "Leaves of Heal- 
ing." In it are printed his sermons, 
articles by Mrs. Dowie and testi- 
monials from persons Who believe he 
has cured them of various ailments, 


ABLE MEN HIS FOLLOWEBS, 
He drew many of his followers 


from 
the Methodist and Roman 


Catholic churches. Many others had 
no faith until he came. 


The impression that his converts 


are fanatics and persons of weak 
character is wrong. Lawyers and 
business men, artists and writers 
are to be found in his tabernacle. 
Many or them came to him because 
tl^ey believed in the Bible as a 
whole. They thought the Bible was 
not being taught as a whole in other 
churches. 


'Laborers came to him, many of 


them as a matter of economy at first. 
When they entered Zion they had to 
forswear the use of tobacco, drugs, 
liquor and secret societies. 
In ex- 


change they gave Dowie ten percent, 
of their income, no matter what it 
was. With this he made further im- 
provements in 'Zion. 


Thousands came in. 
With them 


came money. 


"Dr." Dowie founded a Zion col- 


ground on which it stands, and the 
faithful put this purchase down AS 
Another mark of the success of the 
church. 
/ 


There is one place in the United 


States where "Dr." Dowie's emissar- 
ies have not wade him so widely 
known as his private servants havof 
This is White Lake, a summer refeort 
in Michigan. Here "Dr." Dowie has 
a $^0,000 cottage, and the local 
paper referred with pride to 'the ar- 
rival at his residence of "Dr.'' Dowie, 
his wife and three maids. It was the 
first time that three maids had been 
seen in the train of one family at 
White Lake. 
The surroundings of 


the cottage are like those of a fine 
•country estate. There are acres and 
acres of beautiful landscape, into 
which the general overseer retires for 
meditation. 


HIS WIFE'S SUMMER HOME* 
Mrs. Dowie asked for the summer 


home and insisted that it be deeded 
to her. "Dr." Dowie complied. She 
told him, elders of the -church say, 
that she was tired of living in Chi- 
cago at Zion with so many cripples 
and sick persons. 


All the property o-f Zion is abso- 


lutely in the name of the general 
overseer as an individual, and he at- 
tends to the payment of taxes. These 
and 
all bills are always 
paid 


prolnptly. 


As a money getter "Dr." Dowie has 


few equals. 
The first money that 


came to him reached hhn the day he 
landed in San Francisco. He was 
sitting in a temperance hotel and had 
just told his wife that he had "asked 
God for $250." A man whom he had 
not seen for months came up, "Dr." 
Dowie says, and put $250 in his hand. 


In his memorial address on the oc- 


casion of the fifth anniversary of the 
institution of his work in Chicago, he 
told his congregation that he had 
made $5,000,000 out of Zion. The 
money had come from the men and 
women sitting in front of hitra. 
Many of them were in poor circum- 
stances, yet when he boasted o^f his 
wealth they cheered. Then he asked 
whether they did not "believe that 
God had intended that I should have 
the money P" 


"Yes," cried the congregation, as

Most of the ministers do not at- 


tack him. They consider him a trick- 
ster and say privately that they do 
not care to give him advertisement. 
They admit, however, that he has 
been successful and that his people 
think he is honest. 
He has made 


many admirers through his 
patri- 


archal appearance. His beard is long 
and he keeps it trimmed in imitation 
of old pointings of the early fathers 
of the church. He has an oily voice 
in conversation and 
frightens his 


hearers when he gets into the pulpit. 
Then he wears a black silken gown 
with a hood, and waves his arms and 
stalks up and down the 
platform 


He likes to pick out a hearer for per- 
sonal argument before his thousands. 
If the man or woman he selects—and 
he has chosen women—is 
of 
his 


church, he asks whether he or she is 
saved, and if he has not been the 
mesns of bringing about salvation. 


It is not on record that one ever 


said "No." 


If the one he selects is an enemy 


—and "Dr" Dowie believes in the old 
principle that "if you are not with 
me you are against me"—he hurls 
questions at the target and gives no 
time for answers. Then he winds up 
with a peroration in which the un 
fortunate is attacked for having had 
the temerity to come into the taber- 
nacle to which "Dr." 
Dowie's an- 


nouncements read, "Every 
one is 


welcome." 


Before he left for Europe Dowie 


said that a Mason had called on Dea- 
con Speicher, his trusted servant, and 
told him that "Dr." Dowie's life was 
to be taken on account of the stric- 
tures he had passed on Free Masonry. 
"Dr." Dowie repeated his ignorance

b£ the 'general overseer and no one 
else, he ha^ the joy of seeing h'is 
name in print in the various publi- 
cations and of having himself re- 
ferred to as "oUr trusted brother.'" 


Although "Dr."' Dowie does not 


tafce his 'people' into his confidence 
in the matters of vital concern to 
him, he is laVi&h with hifr confidence 
aboiit the addition of a new $40 ma- 
chine to the press room or the pur- 
chase of a carpet for the front hall. 
In the important things he is su- 
preme. As soon as a member ques- 
tions his authority, he is asked to 
leave. 
Elders who have given 'all 


their money to the church have been 
ejected. 


Once a mtu is excommunicated 


"Dr." Dowie never lets up on him. 
He tells his shortcomings to the con- 
gieg-ation and he gives all the ae- 
tails of the faults from which the 
man was rescued when he entered 
Zion and into which, according to 
the "doctor," he has 
immediately 


plunged upon his release. There 
have been threats of suits for'liliel, 
but none was ever 
forced to an 


issue. 


The most elaborate work upon 


which Zion is now engaged is the 
new Zion city. This was formed in 
the general overseer's mind before 
he saw Chicago, and he received the 
impression that the besit place for 
it would be near Waukegan. 


When purchasing agents went to 


the farmers who lived on the tract 
of 6,500 acres between 
Winthrop 


Harbor and Waukegan and offered 
them high prices for their land ru- 
mors. went around Chicago real es- 
tate circles that Carnegie or Frick 
intended to build immense steel 
woiks there. 
Then it was heard 


that John D. Eockefeller was to es- 
tablish a shipyard and build his own 
boats for the ore carrying trade. 


No one was sure of the plan until 


"Dr." Dowie unrolled a chart in 
Zion tabernacle one day and told his 
people that they were expected to 
lease land from him in the Zion city 
soon to be built on the land. The 
leases are to be prepared by A. W* 
Packard, attorney, who is a Zionite,

A Californian Who Says His 


Work Was Besponsible for 
the Nomination of Lincoln. 


James Madison Conner, now living 


in Solano county, Cal., 
makes the 


startling assertion that the nomina- 
tion cf Abraham Lincoln in 1860 was 
due to him, and claims that but for 
him Lincoln might nevei have been 
president, the civil wai might never 
have occurred, the 
coloied 
man 


might still be in slaveiy, and any 
number 
of 
epoch-making 
events 


might never have taken place. 


He bases his claim on the fact that 


In the Oregon republican state con- 
vention of 1860 he introduced a ies- 
olution which made Hoi ace Gieeley 
a delegate-at-laige from Oregon to 
the republican national convention. 
Greeley defeated Seward in the con- 
vention, SewarcTs defeit 
gave the 


nomination to Lincoln, find Mr. Con- 
ner figures it that if he had not of- 
fered Greeley's name in the Oregon 
convention the New 
Yoik 
editor 


would not have been a delegate, and 
could not have worked as effectively 
as he did against Seward, who might 
then have been nominated, instead 
of Lincoln* 
Mr. Conner does not 


claim all, or even half, the credit for 
Lincoln's nomination; yet, he says, 
the web which was completed at the 
Chicago convention had its origin in 
his resolution in the Oregon 
con- 


vention, and the tracer must finally 
arrive there. 


HOW GREELEY WAS CHOSEN. 
Hero is Mr. Conner's own stoiy of 


how he did it: 


"Just before the civil war I, with 


but a few others in 
Oiegon, was 


known as a 
stalwart 
abolitionist, 


Believing the life of our republic lay 
in the success of the republicans that 
year, I spent many anxious nights 
trying to decide what I individually 
Should do to throw my mite toward 
the preservation of the union. Poor 
in purse, but opulent in patriotism, 
I was willing to do anything to aid 
the cause. 
I was in this frame of 


mind when the Oregon state conven- 
tion met in Portland. I was running 
an engine in a Polk county saw mill. 
One morning I resolved, on an im- 
pulse, to attend the convention. In 
less than two hours I was on my 
journey of seventy-five miles on a 
borrowed horse, with scarcely enough 
of the wherewithal to keep me in 
provender for a day, a self-consti- 
tuted delegate from Polk county. 


"All that long and weary trip I 


-was turning over and 
over in my 


mind the most important 
business 


which would come before the conven- 
tiorn—namely, the sending of a proper 
delegate to the Chicago convention 
to represent our infant state. 
Sud- 


denly it flashed across my mind that 
if a proxy were to be sent I would 
see that it was given to that lion of 
republicanism, Horace Greeley. 


"Arriving 
at Portland, I met a 


namesake of mine, 
John 
Conner, 


merchant of Albany, 
and 
impor- 


tuned him to go to Chicago to lepie- 
sent the state. He refused upon the 
ground that he did not have time. 
Failing to find a suitable person to 
go, I told Mr. Conner that if a proxy 
had to be sent to any one living in 
the east I had my man picked out, 
He inquired of me who ho was and 
I told him that I would name him 
on the floor of the convention, and 
no one in the body would question 
his republicanism.

"When the convention met and an 


opportunity presented itself, I arose 
and, as far PS I can remember it, 
made my speech in these words: 


" 'I have in my mind a man well 


worthy to represent this young state 
In the councils of the national le- 
publican convention in Chicago. He j 
has contributed moie than any other 
man toward building up the lepubli- 
can party of the United States. 
It 


is through the influence of his paper 
that republican principles have been 
promulgated in eveiy nook and cor-

knowing his capacity as a teachei of 
the highest civilization, I have the 
honor to piesent the name of Hoi ace 
Greeley, editor of the New Yoik Tii~ 
bune, to represent Oiegon at Chicago.

Not willing to 
appear in the New York delegation, 
Mr. Greeley sat in the convention as 
a representative from Oregon—a free 
lance.'' 


Mr. Conner was bom in Indiana. 


His father, a soldier under Welling- 
ton, migrated to the United States 
soon aftei the battle of Waterloo. 
Mr. Conner went to Califoinia in 
1853 in search of gold, and in 1858 
moved on to the Fraser rivei. Be- 
tuining from there he fell in with 
Jesse Quiun Thointon, a prominent 
lawyer of 
Oregon 
teiritory, who 


asked him to come into his office as 
a law student. He became a lawyer, 
aud law gave him a taste for poli- 
tics. H|s interest in politics van- 
ished m 1872, however, when he 
refused to support Grant for a sec- 
ond term and lost his standing in 
the party. 
Since then he has lived 


on a farm in the woods of Calif01- 
nia, and led a retired existence until 
recently, when he came out with his 
unique claim to the honors of a pres- 
ident-makei, or rather the maker of 
a giant figure in the world's history, 
who, according to Mr. Conner, might 
never have been so but for him.

Her new fleet is ready and 
her army, which observers reckon at 
half a million men, is as well pre- 
pared as it is likely to become. What 
the real worth of the army is no Eu- 
'Opean accurately knows. It is nu- 
merous, it is composed of brave men, 
and it is sure to be Well supplied, 
but whether it has the energy and

s still uncertain. The result of the 
war with China is an unsafe guide, 
for China was hopelessly disorgan- 
zed and her army worm-eaten with 
corruption, while the Japanese had 
probably been preparing for yeaio.

Many 
and various are the lemedial uses 
to which it may be put, and the freo 
use of salt goes far to preserving 
healh in the home, As a dentifrice 
common salt may be zehed on, By 
its judicious use the teeth are kept 
white, the guma haid,

breath sweet. When the gums are 
spongy the mouth should be washed 
out twice a day with salt and water. 
Warm salt and water, held in the 
mouth, will sometimes banish tooth- 
ache and at least make the afftir* 
tion lighter, while it is both sr.fe 
and easy to tiy. 


Again, equal pirts1 of Mum and 


salt, or even salt alone, placed on a 
piece of cotton wool and inserted in 
the hollow of an aching tooth vvill 
often give relief when other moans 
have failed.

Many serious cases 
ot throat affection might toe cured by 
the use of this alone, if only taken 
in time, gaighns evei^ hour or half 
houi, EE the need wai rants. A flan- 
nel cJoth, v/iung out of salt water, 
is also an excellent remedy for sim- 
plo soie thioat. Salt in tepid water 
i$ a handy emetic; as an antidote for

DOWHIES ON INSTALLMENT. 


The Paris correspondent of the Lon- 


don Telegraph tells of a unique or- 
ganization in Prance 
called the 


Societe de la Dotation. It is an insti- 
tution intended to provide dowries to 
all its young members of both sexes. 
Monthly payments of fivepence for 
five yeais insure a "dot" at marriage 
after this period of £16, while larger 
piemiums may be agreed upon, a 
dowiy of £80, for instance, being 
granted after five years' monthly 
payments off two shillings, added to 
an entiance fee, which brings the 
disbursements during the period up 
to a total amount of £14. 


These grants, of course, are consid- 


erably in excess of the sums of the 
premiums accumulated at compound 
interest, the difference Tjein'g made 
up out of the society's funds, derived 
from patrons* subscriptions, dona- 
tions and legacies. The institution, 
founded in 1895, has prospered won- 
derfully, having a membership roll 
of girls and young men of 162,000. 
The present year of grace, being the 
fifth of the society's existence, has, 
"by the Tvay, witnessed several depar- 
tures from the association, members 
having claimed their dowries at the 
expiration of the prescribed time, and 
got married at once on the strength of 
it, frequently to other recipients of 
similar portions fiom the "Dotation."

CHARITY.

the suggestion that Mrs, Gladstone's 
beautiful life should be memorialized 
by the endowment of some charitable 
work. The proposed endowment 0>f 
the Convalescent home at Woodf3rd,

The man who^ occasioned* 


count of the good Samarita:

youth up, Jesus simply dittpped the 
theoretical idea of legal observance 
and laid a practical requirement of 
piety upon him, anc\( that shoved the 
ruler at once he had no great desire 


written was (lesson verse 25) "^cer- 
tain lawyer." He belonged ta the 
scribe class and was ? presumably 
well read in the Jews' religion. As 
such he knew the conditions of sal- 
vation taught by Moses, which bore 
evidence to and observance of the 
ceremonial law, together with faith, 
such as Abraham had 
when 
his 


"faith was counted (or credited) uuto 
him for righteousness." 


It has been said that motives make 


the man. If that is so, then this 
man's motives gave character to his 
inquiry. Was he a candid soul seek- 
ing to know how to secure eternal 
life? 
Possibly there were 
many 


among the educated and influential 
Jews who were agitated about eter- 
nal verities after the teachings of 
Jesus through the two and one-half 
years He had then been preaching. 
He brought strange things to their 
ears. Jl was after the first few 
months of Christ's ministry, when 
Ho first visited Jerusalem (John iii., 
1-12}, that "Hicodemus, a ruler of 
the Jews," was awakened and im- 
pelled to seek an interview with the 
marvelous 
miracle-worker. 
And 


now, as our lesson finds Jesus over 
beyond Jordan, passing the last five 
months of His ministry, it is prob- 
able there were more anxious in- 
quirers than ever before had courage 
to come to Christ. We do not know 
that the hostile 
leaders 
swarmed 


around Him over in Perea, as they 
had done in Gallilee and in Jerusa- 
lem. 
He may have been in some 


quiet place, which gave this scribe 
courage to rise and ask the question: 
"Master, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life?" It was equivalent to 
what we call "rising: for prayer's"— 
an act of no easy accomplishment in 
presence of a congregation, but which 
when done with a high purpose leads 
often to a final decision to follow 
Jesus. Some have accused this scribe 
of having a bad motive. It is claim- 
ed that he was trying to catch Christ, 
thinking He might state conditions 
of obtaining eternal life not approv- 
ed by the law of Moses and the re- 
ligion of Abraham, We shall never 
ascertain certainly whether his mo- 
tives were thus mean or not, but for 
one I incline to credit 
him 
with 


worthier intentions. In either case, 
the reply of Christ was divinely wise. 


HIS MEANING MADE CLEAR. 
The Master's meaning is stated in 


both precept and 
example. First, 


the Lord takes the man at what He 
knows he is, a doctor of the law, not 
similar to our lawyers who practice 
in courts according to civil statutes, 
but rather like our theological pro- 
fessors, versed in 
the 
scriptures, 


learned in the la^s or religion. Jesus 
answered the man's question thus: 
"What is written in the lawP How 
readest (lesson verse 26) thou?" You 
know the ceremonial and the moral 
law as well, „ What requirements do 
they make upon one who would ob- 
tain eternal life? Possibly the in- 
quirer felt inwardly satisfied to have 
such an answer, for he knew the old 
testament 
precept 
by heart. 
So 


(verse 27) he replied as we have it. 
Let it be observed that our Lord did 
not undertake to explain the way to 
secure eternal life in words of His 


to ^ecube eternal li£e.< In. tbe in- 
stance wo liave befofe us {ftifist may 
have merely changed, ^[is countenance 
or ht^6 assumed an dfttUude o* "warn* 
4ng Vhen the scri|&* :r^tH bffi tha 
words of verse 27, tfre Waning of tho 
gesture being plain at'oixo*' to the 
man that whatever he W#it say of 
loving God with all his h4fcrt and soul 
and strength he knew it was other- 
wise as to loving his neighbor him* 
self. Had the requirement been to 
love his brethren of the offspring of 
Abraham the scribe's 
'conscience 


might have been at peace. Or i<f the 


tives as tenderly as they were their 
own soldiers in hospitals. 
That is 


Christian, for the Boers are intense 
Christians. 


APPLAUD GOOD IN MANKIND. 
Christ had no more of a message 


in His story than to tell of those who 
failed in their duty. Simply holding 
up to censure those who neglect what 
they ought to do is a poor way of 
prompting others to fidelity. It is 
not the wisest way to teach the bless- 
ings of abstinence from intoxicants 
to be ever holding up an example of 
jbntemperance, Let us see the faith- 
ful "fruitful in every good work." 
Better to know aU about the good 
Samaritan than anything j ;tyit the 
bare facts, p£ the placets and ,Levite 
shirking a service flf sypipfithy and 
love. 


To be 4 Samaritan gave the in- 


quiring sqribe np predilection in fa- 
vor of this pne whom Jesus 
was 


ready to approve. 
When after de- 


scribing the dereliction of the priest 
and Levite Jesus said: "A certain 
Samaritan as he Journeyed came 
where he was;" possibly the lawyer 
got his ears ready to hear worse 
things than hod been told on his fel- 


demand had been to love the lovable ^countrymer. 
Because the 


sions He did. But here He seems 
to have purposed to meet the man 
on his own ground. 
A wise course 


it was and n prudent one for His 
disciples everywhere. If an inquirer 
has no regard whatever for the au- 
thority of the holy scriptures it is a 
futile method to reason with him 
on the basis of.texts. 
But if the 


Bible is a book of authority, which 
an inquirer highly respects, much 
better use its sayings than anjr argu- 
ments we can make o^selVes. 


•Christ's answer 


was 


around him, no difference what their 
standing and family stock might be, 
if he was a very hospitable nvan by 
nature he could have said: "I do love 
all my worthy acquaintances." But 
I am thinking when he quoted the 
words "and thy neighbor as thyself," 
Jesus gave him a look that startled 
his conscience. For does not this ex- 
plain verse 29 and the man's 'appeal 
to Jesus to say whether he did not 
stand justified as a neighborly man? 


Observe, then, that 
Jesus 


shown him by precept how to obtain 
eternal life— not merely continued 
existence. The learned Jews believed 
in the resurrection and immortality 
and expected to live after death. But 
how to make sure of this continued 
existence being blissful was what the 
scribe that day was deeply concerned 
to know. And when he quoted the 
duty of love to God and charity to 
one's neighbor the Master replied: 
"It is enough; do that and thou shalt 
live." 


Now some one of the Sunday school 


class may inquire whether it is pos- 
sible thus to secure eternal life on 
the basis of our cwn good works. If 
so, does not the plan of salvation, as 
it has been called, through faith in 
what Jesus Christ, the 
Atoning 


Savior, has done, fall to the ground? 
By no means. Read this scripture 
intelligently and you will see how 
effectually the Master made the man 
see he could not save himself by any 
meritorious works of his own- 


THE BKQTHERJHCKXD Off 
As to the Master's instruction by 


example, we should remember that 
the brotherhood of mankind never 
was taught until Jesus Christ taught 
ft It places Him by Himself as a 
philanthropist, thaf&e ignored racial 
differences and dividing lines of re- 
ligious belief, 6nd down to our day 
a? soon as any disciple of His be- 
comes like the Master he too breaks 
over barriers that once were insur- 
mountable, and says: "A man's a 
man for a* that" Noiarng other than 
the spirit of Christ has ever inspired 
such fraternity of spirit. 


You know the nature of the road 


leading from Jerusalem to Jericho. 
It is a down-hip highway the whole 
twenty miles at the descent of 160 
feet to the mile. Notorious for rob- 
bers then, it has continued to be ever 
since. Eve» now armed esports are 
necessary to safeguard travelers. 
Somewhere oft that perilous way a 
certain man was overtaken, assault- 
ed and fell by the hand of robbers, 
who plundered and nearly killed nim. 
By and by it happened that a pries?! 
was passing, but he merely looked 
upon the unfortunate and passed by 
on the other side. Along came an- 
other official of the Jewish faith, and 
"when he saw him he passed by on 
the other side." Each may have conr 
sidered his reasons for such disre- 
gard of 
suffering 
suflacient. 
The 


priest may have been passing from 
Jericho, his tesidence, to Jerusalem 
to serve in his priestly course in the 
temple. 
There were 
twenty-four 


courses, of a week's continuance for 
each, and probably everything was 
done in exact time and this official 
may have been 
belated. 
Anyhow, 


it would be human nature to make an 
excuse. 
Possibly he saw the fallen 


fellow was hot one of his1 own coun- 
trymen. JJ£ the very terms and 


maritans of that day were descend- 
ants of a mixture of Israelites and 
heathens which began a thousand 
years before. The Jews had no use 
for the Samaritans. 


But, lo! now our Lord had a gra- 


cious account to give of one of that 
despised people. Every nation, coun- 
try, church and family line has, ex- 
ceptions to its general merit or de- 
merit Possibly this was a Samari- 
tan of exceptional excellence of char- 
acter. He certainly displayed it. He 
was prompt to go to the relief of the 
sufferer. 
His 
compassions were 


moved (verses 33-34) at sight of the 
wounded one, He did not spare to 
use the "oil and wine" which 
he 


might need for his 
own 
further 


journeying. He walked in order that 
the stranger suffering might ride. 
And when duty called him to go on- 
ward he not only provided for pro- 
tection and care but promised to re- 
turn and settle the bill, whatever it 
might be. 


There, said Jesus to the scribe, is 


the example for your imitation. Da 
like that and you shall have eternal 
life. Yes, and so will we, if we ful- 
fill all the requirements as they were 
recited. Love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart and soul and strength 
and love thy brother man 
to the 


measure here made plain by story, 
and yours shall be life with all pos- 
sible felicity forever. 


When we undertake to meet such 


conditions we shall need a merciful 
forbearance toward our shortcom- 
ings. The]re are expensive and self- 
sacrificing services done for the re- 
lief of unfortunate humanity 
in 


Christian countries to-day. It is not 
done by all, only by a small propor- 
tion of the people. There are more 
people pulling their fellowmen down 
than there are lifting others up. Ev- 
ery drunkard maker is 
doing 
it 


Every grasping Shylock who is con- 
spiring with men of the same spirit 
to enrich himself by making it hard 
and still harder for the mass of men 
to support families and live com- 
fortably is acting the part of the 
robber on the way from Jerusalem to 
Jericho, very man or woman whose 
influence is breaking dt>wn faith in 
the only thing nat can save the na- 
tion, that is the principles and prac- 
tices which Christ's gospel sets 
forth, is acting for the undoing of 
his neighbor.

Rockies are extinct, though some of 
them were once active enough to 
cover a portion of Oregon with a lava 
stratum a third of an English mile 
thick.—Indianapolis Press. 


UE! Sloeum-— who was the inventor of 
the solid-headed pin, About seventy 
years ago Mr. Sloeum made, in the 
Isle of Wight, the first aail-nuking 
machine. 
At that time pins were 


made by a most tedious process; the 
head of each was formed by winding 
a fine \vire on the post of the pin, 
It 


occurred to Mr. Sloeum that his nail- 
making piinciple might be applied to 
pin manufacture. 


To perfect the idea he shut him- 


self up in his workshop for eight 
days, having his meals passed in to 
him, fuicl refusing to see anybody. 
At last he was completely success 
ful. This, and a subsequent machine 
for setting phis in paper, Mr. Slo- 
eum preserved as his own secrets fu" 
years, till they weie at last bought 
from him by the American Pin com- 
pany. 


Much excitement has been caused 


among French artists by the appear- 
ance on the maiksl of a color called 
"cpruline." It gives a blue surpass- 
ing any in use in beauty and sof* 
ness, and that, too, without the use 
of either oil or varnish. It has been 
invented by an Italian—Sig. Ceruli 
—who has so far been clever enough 
to keep its preparation an absolute 
secret. 


The difficulty of keeping secrets of 


this kind is immense. If workmen 
arc employed, it is certain that en- 
vious competitors will terapt them 
with heavy bribes. 
The Clarendon 


Press, of Oxford, has, however, man- 
aged to preserve a secret process in- 
tact for 25 years. This is its won- 
derful India paper, on which, besides 
Bibles, 160 other works are printed. 
It is so tough that a strip three in- 
ches wide will support a weight of 
23 pounds. The manner of its manu- 
facture came into the possession of 
the Clarendon Press in August, 1875, 
end it has been made ever since at 
Wolveicotoe Mill. Only three people 
possess knowledge of the whole pro- 
cess. Not one of those employed in 
making the thin, tough paper is 
familiar with more than one stage 
of its manufacture.

tions of the flay, and many psople 
made comfoi table little fortunes out 
of processes which today 
are de- 


scribed in every text book 
The pro- 


prietor of a drug store about 80 years 
ago invented a method fop making

ric acid by the gallon and rapidly 
accumulated the beginnings of a for- 
tune.

DR. TALMAfiE'S SERMON. 


HE POINTS TO THE MATERIAL BLESSINGS GIVEN HUMAN- 


ITY IN DEFENSE OF CHRISTIANITY. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 2.—This 


sermon Dr. Talmage sends from a 
halting place in his journey through 
the valleys of Switzerland. It seems 
to have been prepared 
amid 
the 


bloom and aroma of a garden mid- 
munmer.

poet. His writings have made but 
little impression on the world; but 
his garden, "The Leasowes," will be 
immortal* To the natural 
advan- 


tages of that place was brought the 
perfection of art. 
Arboi and terrace 


and slope and rustic 
temple and 


reservoir and urn and fountain here 
had their crowning. 


Oak and yew and hazel put forth 


their richest foliage. There was no 
life more diligent, no soul more in- 
genious than that of Shenstone, and 
all that diligence and 
genius he 


"brought to the adornment of that 
one treasured spot. He gave £300 
for it; he sold it for £17,000. And 
yet, I am to tell you to-day of a 
richer garden than any I have men- 
tioned. It is the garden spoken of 
in my text, the 
garden 
of 
the 


church, which belongs to Christ, for 
my text says so. He bought it, He 
planted it, He owns it, and He shall 
have it. 


HIS 


Walter Scott, in his outlay at Ab- 


botsford, ruined his fortune; 
and 


now, 
in the crimson flowers of those 


gardens, you can almost think or 
imagine that you see the blood of 
that old man's broken heart. 
The 


payment of the last 
one hundred 


thousand pounds sacrificed him. But 
I have to tell you that Christ's life 
and Christ's death were the outlay 
of this beautiful 
garden 
of 
the 


church, of which my text speaks. Oh, 
how many sighs and tears and pangs 


agonies! 
Yell me, ye women 


who saw Him hang! Tell ms, ye 
Executioners who lifted Him and let 
Him down! Tell me, thou sun that 
didst hide, ye rocks that 
fell! 


"Christ loved the church and gave 
himself for it." 
If the garden of 


the church belongs to Christ, cer- 
tainly He has a right to walk in it. 
Come then, 0 blessed Jesus, to-day; 
walk up and down the aisles, and 
pluck what Thou wilt of sweetness 
for Thyself! 


The church, in my text, is appro- 


priaely compared to a garden, be- 
cause it is a place of choice flowers, 
of select fruits and of thorough Irri- 
gation.

which there were no flowers. If no- 
where else, they would be along the

or at the gateway* The 


homeliest taste will dictate some- 
thing, if it be only the old-fashioned

Well, now, Christ comes 


to His garden and He plants -there 
some of the brightest spirits that 
ever flowered upon the world. Some 
of them are violets, inconspicuous, 
but sweet as heaven.

perhaps, but you find where

When 
they die, it is a martyrdom. You 
find a great many roses in the gar- 
dens, but only a few "giants of bat- 
tle." Men say, "Why don't you have 
moie of them in the church?" I say, 
"Why don't you have in the woild 
more Humboldts and Wellingtons?" 
God gives to some ten talents, 
to 


otheis one. 


PLANTED BY CHBIST. 


In this garden of the church which 


Christ has planted also find the snow- 
drops, beautiful 
but cold-looking, 


seemingly another phase of winter. 
I mean those Christians who are pre- 
cise in their tastes, unimpassioned, 
pure as snowdrops and as cold. They 
never shed any tears, they never get 
excited, they never say 
anything 


rashly, they nevei do anything pre- 
cipitately,

arrogate to themselves the title of 
anti-imperialists is that if they are 
sufficiently 
vociferous concerning 


the horrors of war and the like they 
will frighten young Americans from 
enlisting in our army and thus em- 
barrass the government. 
They have 


not had much encouragement thus 
far but are still hopeful. 
A writer 


in the New York Tribune tells some 
stories which show how false are the 
premises upon which these malcon- 
tents proceed. 
He says: 


"The Anglo-Saxon loves a fight for 


the fight's sake. 
There is a pure 


and chastened joy in fighting that 
appeals to him, and he will throw 
everything else aside for the pleasure 
of participating in a scrap. 
It 


doesn't make any difference what his 
degree is, he'll go just the same. 
Either as officer or as soldier, it 
makes but little difference; but go he 
will. 
A friend of mine who was an 


officer in the Spanish war, told me 
a couple of stories illustrative of this, 
He was a staff officer, appointed from 
the regular army. 
One night, notic- 


ing that the sentry around headquar- 
ters seemed to know little of his 
duty, he sent for the corporal of the 
guard and gave him some instruc- 
tions. Later the corporal, like Oliver 
Twist, came back for more, and then 
it developed that that same corporal 
was a Heidelberg graduate, was a 
doctor and had thrown up the largest 
practice in one of our far northwest- 
ern cities to take a blanket. 
Cross- 


ing the Pacific this captain acted as 
officer of the day, and in his rountj. he, 
came across some soldiers playing 
poker. 


"The men hid their cards, and he 


pretended not to see. 
That night, 


however, he made inquiry concern- 
ing the game of the sergeant major 
of the 
regiment. 
T?hisA 'sergeant 


major, by the way, was a brother of 
the lieutenant colonel and a gradu- 
ate df Harvard in the class of '98. 
A good, clean, conscientious boy, 
with a strong love of country, he 
laid down his life in those far-off 
Philippines. 
The sergeant 
major 


paralyzed the captain, by telling him 
the game was $50 limit;. 
This was 


true, and it was further ascertained 
that those four private soldiers bore 
letters of credit on Hong Ko»g for 
$30,000, while one of them was the 
richest man in one of great wheat 
states. 
I give you these haphazard 


instances, which could be indefinite- 
ly multiplied. 
They go to sliow, 


however, the stuff of which America 
is made. Whett htr blood, brains and 
wealth all combine, and no one, no 
matter how softly nurtured, fears the 
ranks; when men whose lines of life 
lie along the easiest pathg will throw 
them down for love of country and in 
defense of her honor, America need 
never fear t}ie issue, nor hesitate to 
right a wrong. 
If China forces war 


these same mens will go as gayly to 
the combat as ever they did to that 
with S^ain. The' knowledge that tor- 
ture may be their lot will deter them 
by not §o much as an inch's breadth." 


MAJOB BREECHES.

Jt was just after the close of thij 


Florida war and Geneial Jackson was 
in Washington on official business of 
some kind. It was a beautiful morn- 
ing In May, says a writer in Lippin- 
cott's Magazine, and I was standing 
with the general and an officer who 
had acted as his chief of staff before 
Tennison's tavern, 
a 
famous old 


Washington hostelry. We were deep- 
ly engaged in the discussion of a bill 
then before congress, which was di- 
rectly concerned with the growth and 
formation of I he United States, when 
there came trotting 
towards us a 


stout, moon-faced little man, whom 
I at once recognized as the leading 
tailor of the capital. When opposite 
to Jackson the little man stopped 
and held out his hand, which was at 
once grasped in the general's strong, 
sun-browned fingers, though his eyes 
wandered over the portly person of 
the Washington Poole with a puzzled 
expression. 
The little tailor (whose 


role in life it was to be on terms of 
seeming intimacy with all the po- 
litical, military and naval ceiebiities 
of the day) saw that he was not 
recognized by the great man, and, 
standing on tiptoe to reach the tall 
soldier's ear, he whispered: 


"I made your breeches." 
Imperfectly catching the sound of 


the words, and supposing the fat 
little man to be some outlandish offi- 
cer of militia, who had, perhaps, 
served under him against the Sem- 
inoles, General Jackson turned to his 
friends and said: 


"Gentlemen, permit me to intro- 


duce my friend, Major Breeches." 


It is scarcely necessary to add that 


to the end of his days the Poole of 
Washington was known to all army 
men as Major Breeches.

fore we leave there, or establish a 
portectornte, surely we must first 
protectorate, surely we must first 
end the war; and I do not know 
how the president can do more in 
that -behalf than he has already 
done by the amnesty proclamation 
which he has 
issued, promising 


pardon to all who have been en- 
gaged in the insurrection who will 
surrender nnd respect out author- 
ity.

ROOSEVELT'S SPEECH. 


Governor Roosevelt said in part:

that in this- cam-paigu we should 
find that the very success of our 
policies is used 35 an argutnent 
against uz. In 1SOG Mr. -Biyan 
prophesied terrible disaster is th? 
gold standard was continued and in 
especial 'he premised miseiy 'to the 
farmer nnd to the Wage worker. 
Now prosperity has come to all 
classes in an unheard of degree. 
ar.:l this is used as an argument 
whether it is safe to try the ex- 
periment of putting1 into power the 
alien whose creed is the -creed of 
envy and of bate and oC industrial 
ruin. 


Business man are appealed to to 


vote for Mr. Bryan on the ground 
that the couiilry is so prosperous 
that he could not harm us much. 
Tlie wage worker is appealed to to 
vote for Mr. Bryan1 on the .ground 
though he has prospered,. yet the 
capitalist Jns prospered to'o, and 
that no policy which docs good to 
the capitalist should be 'followed 
even though it benefits the wage 
worker. In other -words, -that he 
ought not to balance his own wel- 
fare against the chance to d'b in- 
jury to somebody else. 


This is not an exaggeration, gen- 


tlemen. It is a simple statement of 
what the appeal'matte by our op- 
ponents is in the last analysis. 
They appeal to the base passi DIIS 
of envy and hafred; to the forces 
that tell -for civic disorder 'and so- 
cial disruption.

Kpoctvc of militarism as nn excuse 
for shouting; against an increase 
in the army, which, as comp'arcd 
with a hundred years ago, repre- 
sents an 'Increase of just ons-tenth 
of a soldier to every thousand in- 
habitants, scarcely seems worthy of 
serious people. 


As for militarism, we have the 


same right ond title to the PJiilip- 
phhies that we have to Hawaii and 
Alaska. 
If we are morally 
and 


legally bound to leave the one, we 
'are. morally and legally bound to 
7loa've the others, and incidentally 
to surrender New Mexico and Idaho 
and <pretty much every

United States the power of declar- 
ing war and vest that tremendous 
prerogative in the Tagal leader of 
the hour.

Only a short distance to the north- 


east of the city of Gaza is the mound 
of Tftl-el-Hesy, in which explorers 
have been finding proofs of the his- 
tory and the prophecies of the Bible. 
It is the site of the ancient city of 
Lachish, and a recent discovery of ti 
cuneiform letter, written by Zimride, 
one of its governors, makes this loca- 
tion of Lachish certain. 


On behalf of the Palestine explora- 


tion fund the excavations into this 
mound were begun by Dr. William 
F. Petrle in 1S90. 
Subsequently Dr. 


W. Bliss took up the work and called 
the plnce n "mound of ninny cities." 


From the fact that the ruins of 


so many cities are there, the Bible 
student. finds one of the proofs of 
prophecy. 
For Jeremiah has writ- 


ten: 


"Thus snith the Lord: Behold, I 


will bring1 again the captivity! of 
Jacob's tents, and have no mercy on 
his dwelling places; 
and the city 


shall be builded upon her own heap, 
nnd the palace shall remain after the 
manner thereof." 
CITIES ON TOP OF EACH OTHER. 


Excavators have found eight or. 


nine cities, builded one upon another, 
on this site. Uppermost of these is 
the city of the later Jewish period, 
supposed to have been destroyed by 
Nebuchadnezzar. 
Below this is the 


city besieged by Sennacherib in 701 
B. C. Below this ore several cities 
dating- back to the 
time 
of 
the 


Judges, and still below are the ruins 
of the settlements of the pro-Israel- 
ite builders, the Amorites. 


Lnchish was one of the cities for- 


tified by Rehoboam. 
According to 


II. Chronicles: 


"And Rehobotim dwelt in Jerusalem 


and built cities for defense in Judah. 


"He built even 
Bethlehem and 


F.tam and Tekoa.li. 


"And Bettizur and Shoco and Ab- 


dulhim. 


"And 
Oath and 
Moreshah 
and 


Ziph. 


"And Adoratra and Lachish 
and 


Azekah. 


"And Zorah and Aijalon nnd He- 


bron, which are in. Judah and hi Ben- 
jamin, fenced cities." 


Unfortunately, 
one side of these 


ruins has been undermined by the 
Wady "Muleibah, a branch 
of the 


Wady Hesy. These streams become 


mains, Dr. Petrie 'thinks that Lachish 
may have been <built in the seven- 
teenth -century fbefore Christ. This 
corresponds with the eighteenth dy- 
nasty in Egypt, in the time when it 
wn's snaking- foreign, con'quests nnd 
when the Syrians must have had 
need of fortification. 


FORTIFIED BY REHOBOAM. 
Of the -fortifica:l ions of La'chish 


there Is much remaining. Dr. Petrie 
finds that its walls date from 970, B. 
C., an'd in proof of this he suggests 
that neither David 
nor Solomon 


would have been likely 'to fortify a 
place so near hbme; the Jawish king- 
dom had too much vitality in it to 
need defenses in it's 'in'teri'or. 
He 


holds that it was not until the 
weakened power of Rehoboam laid 
him open 'to .foreign invasion that 
strongholds were needed within 'the 
tounfcry. 


Among the most 
important ob- 


jects found at Ln'ehi'sh are the stone 
slaibs bearing pilasters in low relief. 
They are supposed to date from the 
time o-f Solconon and are the first in- 
timations cf the style of early Jew- 
ish architecture and suggestive of 
the form df the famous Temple of 


-omoii. The use of ram's horns to 


decorate-a'pillar is much like the 
bull's skulls affixe'd 'by the Greeks 
tvi the architecture c!F their "buildings. 
The yihn'ft of the pitas'ter is doubtless 
more slopin'g 'than -would Ibe the case 
in pillar's, 'but it •suggests tli'at the 
pillars were greatly tapered in pro- 
portion. 
The original 
punpose of 


these slats remains .1 'mystery. 


In the British Museum are sculp- 


ture's from the ruins of Sennacherib's 
pala-ce -at Nineveh, j-hdwing1 the as- 
sault upon Lnchish -and i'ts surren- 
der.

Buildings were of the same material 
nnd when the upper portions of these 
walls crumbled and fell in they pro- 
tected and preserved • the lower por- 
tion of the houses ns well as all bul 
the most fragile of their contents 
On these "heaps" of rubbish the sub- 
sequent inhabitants built their new 
(cities of a like material. So, ns city 
after city fell into decay, it made a

miring their canoes, number twenty,

ome. 
It looks much like a com- 


n clay pipe of today excepting the

St. Louis Republic. The income from 
his little pntch of ground in 1900 is 
enough to pay a 10 per cent, divi- 
dend on a quarter of a million dol- 
nvs. 
A rejected offer made for its 


product in 1901 was for a sum suf- 
icient to pay a 10 per cent dividend 
n $540,000. 
An offer of $100,000 


ash made for the ground was re- 
used ns quickly, ns made. 
This 


)nteh of Missouri is planted in ginr 
eng, which is sold to Chinamen. The 
ountry merchant who owns it is G. 
\ Millard, who has lived in Texas 
ounty all his life, who made a 
modest fortune in the mercantile 
usiness, who tried stock farming as 
"side line" and suffered a heavy 


oss, 
and who then, although still 


oiitinuing in the • mercantile busi- 
css, took up the study and culture 


of ginseng. 
He was prompted to try 


;o raise ginseng because the United 
tates department 
of agriculture 


tated officially that it could not be 
uccessfully grown hi the United 
tates. 
Mr. Millard has unlimited 


alth in Missouri; he thinks it has 
ie finest soil and the best climate 
i the temperate zone. 
When he 


aw that the department of ngricul- 
urc said ginseng could be raised 
Isewhere, but not in this country, 
e pondered awhile and then decid- 
d to see if he could not prove the 
epnrtment didn't know what it was 
alking nbout. 
So he got a few ginseng roots from 
lentucky nnd planted them in rich 
ottom soil. 
They came up, but a 


ood washed all of them away. He 
rietl another planting, this time sc- 
ecting a plot of ground nbout ten 
eet by four feet, in a corner of his 
arden in town. 
This crop failed. 


ID tried again at the same place, 
'he third crop wnjj almost a total 
allure, but not quite. 
By this time, 


owcver, he had learned much nbout 
inseng, and his fourth, crop, small 
s it was, .was a success. 
This was encouragement at last, 
nd Mr. Millard went at the cultivn- 
ion of his fifth crop with some de- 
ree of certainty. 
He enlarged his 


atch to about an eighth of an acre, 
ince then he has been succeeding 
dmirnbly. 
Each year 
he added 


lore ground, until he has a quarter 
f an acre planted in ginseng. Each 
ucceeding1 crop has been several 
lines better than its predecessor, and 
ow even 
IVTr. Millard's neighbors 


nd tha scientists who for nine years 
ave been doubting him are forced 
o admit thnt he has solved the ques- 
ion of ginseng- culture in the United 
tntes. 
Not until this year has Mr. Millard 
onscntcd 
to dispose of a single 


laiit, root, or seed of his ginseng 
tock. 
Every seed was carefully 


(reserved and planted by him the 
allowing spring. 
He was deter- 


nined that his stock should not run 
ow. 
But this year he feels that he 


IBS enough stock for himself, and 
hat he can spare some to others who 
vish to embark in ginseng- culture. 
Jle hns closed one contract for $16,- 
000 worth of roots and seeds, to be 
lelivered to n New York man when 
he crop is gathered in September. 
Other contracts for sums ranging 
ipwnrd from $25 bring the total 
imount of sales for this year close 
.o §25.000. 
All of this supply has 


ome from the quarter-acre tract. A 
rear ngo Iffr. Millard planted another 
lalf-acre in ginseng. 
This tract is 


iituated about three miles west of 
Houston, in a corner of what was 
Mr. Millard's prospective stock farm. 
This is not an experiment;.it is a de- 
velopment, planted and cultivated 
after exact scientific methods. None 


: the plants in this half-acre patcl 
re yet' productive, but Mr. Millard 
spects to begin selling from them 
ext year. 
The market value of ginseng roots 


vnd seeds at the present time is 20 
cents for the former nnd 5 cents foi

A NEW MOTOR. 


From Germany comes the design 


of a remarkable motor that turns heat 
energy directly into motion through 
the intermediary action of electri- 
city. The machine is called a thermo- 
electric motor, and works on the fami- 
liar principle of the electric motor 
somewhat modified to meet the pecu- 
liar exigencies of the case. In action 
it is essentially an electric motor, 
hut one deriving its electrical energy 
from heat 
applied to it 
through 


thermo-electric couples. 
A thermo- 


electric couple is composed of two 
dissimilar metals, such as iron and 
copper. Any complete circuit made 
of two metals must necessarily have 
two junctions of the two in it. 


If one of these junctions if heated 


more tban the other an electric cur- 
rent will How in the circuit, its 
amount and direction depending on 
the nature of the two metals, the dif- 
ference 111 temperature between the 
two junctions and the resistance it 
encounters in its path. On the motor 
machine the couples are made of iron 
and nickel, firmly brazed together. 
They p.re arranged like the wind- 
ings of the ordinary electric motor, 
with one set of .junctions brought 
conveniently to the surface, where 
gas jets play upon them. The other 
set are cooled by a vapid circulation 
of air about them, engendered by 
the rotation of the machine. While 
the motor Is of no practical value, 
it is an exceedingly interesting; 
emplification of the ease with which 
energy may be transformed and re- 
transformed 
through 
the 
various 


forms of heat, electricity and motion.

He has appoint- 
ed a time when he will stand on the 
Mount of Olives and a time when he 
will enter Jerusalem. 
He controls 


millions of dollars and thousands of 
minds. In his tabernacle in Chicago 
a few Sundays ago the entire con- 
gregntion 
stood up and said they 


would vote for which ever presiden- 
tial candidate their leader selected; 
He has a larger personal following 
than any other man in Chicago. 


He has no machine. 
He is the machine. 
The mystery of it all is: 
"HowP" 
Hundreds 
of explanations have 


been offered. He has been called nn 
impostor and a charlatan, arid he has 
been called n divine messenger. 
He 


is of the latter 
opinion . himself. 


Every man in Chicago knows who 
this man is. He is John Alexander 
Dowie, and his institution is Zion. 
But here the knowledge of a great 
many persons stops. They have read 
about Zion in connection with faith 
healing and as an experiment in so-

In 1890 he went to Chicago. He 


says he "wanted to fight the devil 
on his own ground." He established 
healing homes . They were ill resi- 
dence parts of the city. There were 
deaths in them, and as "Dr." Dowie 
used no drugs—only prayer and the 
laying on of hands- the physicians 
feared for the public health and an 
ordinance calling the homes hospi- 
tals and requiring that medicines 
be used was passed. Under it "Dr.' 
Dowie wns arrested more than one 
hundred times. 
The ordinance is 


dead letter. 
He has eight 


homes nnd is free from arrest. 


In 1805 he wns so prominent in 


consequence of the agitation con- 
cerning him nnd his faith healing 
methods that he thought the time 
was ripe for the establishment of 
the church lie Intended to

when he Inft Australia. He founded 
it, calling it tho Christian Catholic 
Cliurch of Zion, r.nd made himself its 
hend, with the title of general over- 
seer. He personally selected elders 
to help him and organized n white 
robed choir of men and women. The 
choir contains excellent singers and 
is thoroughly drilled. "Dr." I)owi( 
writes some qf the songs it sings 
He also set up a printing1 plant nnt 
began the publication of a weekly 
paper. He called it "Leaves of Heal- 
ing." 
In it nre printed his sermons 


nrticles by Mrs. Dowie and 
testi- 


monials from persons who believe he 
has cured them of various ailments 


ABLE MEN HIS FOLLOWERS. 
He drew many of his 
followers 


from 
the 
Methodist nnd 
Horn an 


Catholic churches. Many others hat 
no faith until he cnmc. 


The impression that his converts 


are fanatics nnd persons of weak 
character is wrong. 
Lawyers nnc 


business men, artists nnd writers 
are to be found in his tabernacle 
Mnny or -them cnme to him because 
they. believed in the Bible 
whole. They thought the Bible wns 
not being taughc as n whole in other 
churches. 


•Laborers cntiie to him. many of 


them as a matter o£ economy at first. 
When they entered Zion they had to 
forswear the use of tobnrco, drugs,, 
liquor nnd secret societies. In ex- 
change they gave Dowie ten percent, 
of their income, no matter wrint it 
v/as. With this he made further im- 
provements in -Zion. 


Thousands came in.

"Dr." 
Dowie founded a Zion col- 


lege at which the young members of 
Zion are instructed. It is n parochial 
school, dominated by the general 
overseer. Its instructions are inter- 
spersed 'With many prayers, but 'the 
college gives a sound g-eneral' edu- 
cation.

Mrs. Dowie nsked for the summer 


home nnd insisted that it he deeded 
to her. "Dr." Dowie complied. She 
told him, elders of the church say, 
that she was tired ot .living in Chi- 
cago at Zion with so many cripples 
nnd sick persons. 


All .the property of Zion Is abso- 


lutely in the name of the general 
overseer as an individunl, and he at- 
tends to the payment of taxes. These

As a money getter "Dr." Dowie has 


few equals. 
The first money that 


came to him reached him the day he 
landed in San Francisco. He -was 
sitting in a temperance hotel and had 
just told his wife that he had "asked 
God for $250." A mnn whom he had 
not seen for months came up, "Dr." 
Dowie says, and put $250 in his hand. 


In his memorial address on the oc- 


casion of the fifth anniversary of the 
institution of his work in Chicago, he 
told his congregation that he had 
made $5,000,000 out of Zion. The 
money had come from the men and 
iromen sitting in 
front 
of him. 


Many o£ them were in poor circum- 
stances, yet when he boasted of his 
wealth they cheered. Then he asked 
whether they did not "believe that 
God had intended that I should have 
the moneyP"

ACT OF THE GOOD SMARAITAN.

He hcldnged to' the 


scribe claps and was • presumably 
•well read in the Jews' religion. 
As 


such he knew the conditions of sal- 
vation taught by Moses, which bore 
evidence to and observance of the 
ceremonial law, together with faith, 
such as Abraham had 
when 
his 


"faith wr.s'counted (or credited) unto 
him for righteousness." 


It has been said that motives make 


the man. 
If that is so, then this 


man's motives gave character to his 
inquiry. Was he a candid soul seek- 
ing to know how TO secure eternal 
3ifeP 
Possibly there were 
many 


fimong the educated and influential 
Jews who were agitated about eter- 
nal verities after the teachings of 
Jesus through the two and one-half 
years He had then "been preaching. 
EC brought strangtv things to their 
ears. Jt was nfter the first £ew 
months of Christ's ministry, when 
He first visited Jerusalem (John iii., 
1-12), that "Nicodemus, a ruler of 
the Jews," was awakened aiiri im- 
pelled to seek an interview with the 
marvelous 
miracle-worker. 
And 


now, as our Irsson finds Jesus over 
beyond Jordan, passing the last five 
months of His ministry, it is prob- 
able there were more anxious in- 
quirers than ever bnfore had courage 
to come to Christ. We do not know 
that the hostile 
leaders 
swarmed 


around Him over in Perea, as they 
Jiad done in Gallilee and in Jerusa- 
lem. 
He muy have been in some 


quiet plnce, which gave this scribe 
courage to rise and ask the question: 
"Master, whnt shall I do to inherit 
eternal lifeP1' 
It was equivalent to 


what we call "rising for prayers"— 
an net of no easy accomplishment in 
presence of a congregation, but which 
when done with a high purpose leads 
•often to a final -decision to follow 
Jesus. Some have accused this scribe 
of having a bad motive. It is claim- 
ed that he was trying to catch Christ, 
thinking He might state conditions 
of obtaining eternal life not approv- 
ed by the law of Moses and the re- 
ligion of Abraham. 
We shall never 


ascertain certainly whether his mo- 
tives were thus mean or not, but for 
one I incline to credit 
him 
"with 


worthier intentions. 
In either case, 


the reply of Christ was divinely wise. 


HIS MEANING MADE CLEAR. 
The Masters meaning is stated in 


both precept and 
example. 
First, 


the Lord takes the man at what He 
knows he is, n doctor of the Inw, not 
similar to our lawyers who practice 
in courts according to civil statutes, 
but rather like our theological pro- 
fessors, versed in 
the 
scriptures, 


learned in the laws o~ re:;glon. Jesus 
answered the man's question thus: 
'•What is written"in the lav/? How 
leadesc (lesson verse 20) thcu?" You 
know the ceremonial and the moral 
law as well. .. What requirements do 
they make upon one who would ob- 
tain eternal life? 
Possibly Ihe in- 


quirer felt inwardly satisfied to have 
such an answer, for lie knew the old 
testament 
precept 
by heart. 
So 


(verse 27) he replied as we have it. 
Let it be observed that our Lord did 
not undertake to explain the way to 
secure eternal life in words of His 
own at that moment On other occa- 
sions He did. 
But here He seems 


to have purposed to meet the man 
on his own ground. 
A wise course 


it was and n prudent one for His 
disciples everywhere. If an inquirer 
has no regard whatever for the au- 
thority of thfi holy scriptures it is a 
futile method to reason with him 
on the basis of.texts. 
But if thp 


Bible is a book of authority, which 
an inquirer highly respects, much 
better use its sayings than 'nny argu- 
ments we can make ourselves. 


Christ's answer 
(vjSTse 28) , was 


frank, with the tone of finality in 
it: "Thou hast answered right'; this 
do and thou shalt liv£""";It was 
pre-eminent pecuJiarity:bf*iEhe teach- 
ing and talking of Jesus that He set 
the conscience of His hearers to ac- 
cusing them. Thus, at the well of 
Sycha, He made no charge against 
the lawless life the woman "was liv- 
ing, hut His quiet questioning ss 
her conscience an an uproar. When 
the self-satisfied Pharisees trough) 
a sinning woman to Him with appnr 
ent desire that Jesus should ordei 
her to be stoned the Master neatlj 
turned the case to their own con 
sciences ("He 'that is without sii 
among you let him cast the fits 
atone at her"), find their conscience 
made such cowards of them that the; 
nil backed out. 'When tiie ruler aske 
Jesus (Luke xvili., 18)'how he migh 
Inherit eternal life nnd clnimed t 


have kept all the moral law from his 
youth up, Jesus simply dropped the 
theoretical idea of legal observance

had a keen desire for English gold 
and in his efforts to acquire it lias 
been known to help in^drtving 400 
pigs from Bloeiiifo;item,to Johannes- 
burg.

As a member of the yolksraad he 


h:is been best known for his strenu- 
ous efforts to undermine British in- 
fluence, and 
"verdomde Engelsch- 


mau," that pet phrase bf.Boer abuse, 
was frequently upon :h'is. lips. 
He 


is no orator, though he proved him- 
self a c:ipablc agitator at the time of 
the election for the presidentship of 
the Free State in 1806. In the volks- 
raad his efforts were mainly confined 
to the discussion of English, ques- 
tions, and on such lie could pour forth 
a flood of hitter invective. In the 
dark days that followed the abortive 
Jameson raid he sedulously fostered 
tho spirit of race hatred which that 
ill-starred 
adventure 
reawakened, 


and he threw all the weight of his 
great influence into the scale to se- 
cure the electJou of Mr. Steyn. 
It 


was by his influence that the forces 
of reaction triumphed. Just then it 
was no hard task to persuade 
the 


frightened 
burghers that the only 


way to secure independence of both 
the Dutch republics was to cement 
an alliance brtwesn them. 


The strength of his opinion may be 


gauged from the following remark. 
Speaking of Mr. Eraser, the progres-

ege, Bloemfontehi, where Trench was 
taught by a Hollander, and De Wet 
considered it would he more logical 
to hnve English taught by a German. 


Before the outbreak of the war De 


Wet had 'had but little military ex- 
perience. He was a mere boy at the 
time o£ the great war between Free 
Staters and Basil tos, though he was 
one of many of his countrymen who, 
despite President Brand's proclama- 
tion of neutrality, fought side by 
side wi-th the Trans vaalers in the war 
they love to call the "war of inde- 
pendence." In that conflict 3ie took 
part in the fights at Laing's Nek and 
at SchuingiHoogte, called by the Brit- 
ish the Ingogo river. He was, more- 
over, one of the half-hundred burgh- 
ers from the Free State who volun- 
teered to storm 1-Iajuba Hill. 
that occasion a Highlander leaped 
from the sheer cliff and, catching a 
tree, fell an easy victim to De Wet's 
unerring rifle. That Highlander's 


uniform is to this tiny one of the, Boer 
general's mo.it treasured trophies. 


•If it were not that DC Wet is known 


to be no scholar it might have hsen 
thought thr>.t he had been studying 
[he history of the exploits of some of 
the (lushing1 leaders of irregulars dur- 
ing the gren t American civil war, 
but In any case he has practiced their 
principles with pi-en t'rffflct. 
To him 


was due the shepherding 'of Broad-- 
wood's brigade at Sauna's Post, and 
immediately afterward he performed 
what wns probably the greatest of 
his exploits in the capture of the 
Royal Irish Rifles and Northumber- 
land 
Fusiliers 
at 
Reddersburg. 


When this composite force started 
from Dewetsdorp it had but thirty 
miles to march before completing its 
mission, and there was absolutely no 
trace of any enemy. 
Three hours 


after they had left De Wet returned 
from his success at Sanna's -ost, and 
when he learned their strength he 
set off to that place for men and guns 
and gathered together the burghers 
in the neighborhood, 
and headed the Royal Irish Rifles 
when they were within twelve miles 
of-the railway, and be held them on 
the kopic which they had occupied 
until the re-enforcements came. His 
arrangements proved successful* nnd 
before long he had four guns playing 
on the luckless British soldiers. And 
by the irony of fate, these were Ihe j 
British guns taken from the Hors2 
artillery at Sanna's Post, and Brit- 
ish 
wagons 
and 
supplies 
were 


brought on there as well.

that of Spenser. 
This great poem 


brings all the gems of the earth into 
ita coronet and it weaves the flames 
of- judgment into its garlands and 
pours eternal

of life, giving kiss for sting; 
and 


many a man who has had in his way 
some great black rock of trouble has 
found that they have covered it all 
over with flowery, jasmine, running 
in and out amid the crevices.

church, of which my text speaks. Oh, 
how many sighs and tears and pangs 
and agonies!

executioners who lifted Him and let 
Him down! Tell mo, thou sun that 
didst 
hide, 
ye rocks that 
fell! 


''Christ loved the church and gave

the church belongs to Christ,

tainly He has n. right to walk In it. 
Come then, 0 blessed Jesus, to-d.iy; 
walk up nnd down the aisles, and 
pluck what Thou wilt of sweetness 
for Thyself!

garden 
because of a little 


gnarled fruit? You will find worm- 
eaten leaves in Fontainebleau, nnd 
insects that sting in the fairy groves 
of the Champa Elysees. You do nol 
tear down and destroy the whole gar- 
den because there are a few speci- 
mens of gnarled fruit. 


I admit there are men and women 


in the church who ought not to be 
there, but let us be just and franlr 


and admit the fact that there an 
hundreds nnd thousands and tens of 
thousands of glorious Christian met 
and women—holy, blessed, 
useful 


consecrated and triumphant. 
There 


is no grander collection in all the 
earth than the collection of Chris- 
tians. 
There are Christian men 


every church whose religion is nol 
n matter of psalm 
singing 
and 


church going. 
Tomorrow morning 


that religion will kesp them just a.< 
consistent and consecrated in then 
worldly occupation as it ever kep' 
tiiem at the communion table. There 
are women with us today of a highe.

A PATIENT WIFE.

Being a Tale of a Spanish Pirate Brijt.

One who IMS road up on tlie tiinn, | 


and adventures of Morgan,Drake, Van | 
Horn, Montburs and other freebooters ! 
who nourished in the last half of thu i 
fciiventcenth century by .preying on 
Spanish commerce, • must admit that 
they were a lawless lot, iind that they 
allowed neither Kimim life nor hiird 
knocks to stand in >heir way. -As for 
cruelty, however, the Instances > aru 
rare. They fought without counting* 
•tho oddn, anil when they had captured 
a gallcoii or a town their prisoners had 
nothing to fear in the way of personal 
[violence. 


In the year 1S01, as may be found in 


'Ihe archives of ICntrlnml and America, 
D. Spanish brig called the "Black Devil" 
made her a ppearance in the Caribbean. 
(She had a career of live years, and 
changed captain and crew half a dozen 
times, and it is estimated that yhc de- 
!s troy eil 40 vessels and killed 500 sailors 
and passengers. There was hardly a 
rport on the American coast which did 
jiot furnish a, craft as a victim, and it 
*was known to a certainty that 31 Eng- 
lish 
merchantman 
fell 
into 
her 


clutches to be plundered and sunk and 
their crews sent to death. The French 
•were ulso heavy sufferers, and there 
finally came a day when it wa=i decided 
to send out men-of-war to hunt the 
Black Devil to her doom. One was 
dispatched by each government, and 
rthe brig took the alarm and disap- 
peared for Ji few mouths. She was 
•laid to have been lost at sea, and the 
•English frigate was the only 
craft 


.Trhich hung on and waited for her to 


• Before telling1 you what happened 
when the 
Courier met, ihe Black 


[Devil, it -will be well to give a few par- 
ticulars of the pirate's career. You 
will find them among the records of 
Greenwich hospital, as well us in the 
[archives of the Knglish war depart- 
ment. Perhaps the first capture made 
iLy the pirate was that-of the I>n and 
•Mary, of Hull. She. was headed up for 
Jamaica when attacked, and although 
IB trader she made a good light before 
fihe was captured. Joseph Sunders was 
ja seaman aboard, ami the only one 
jwho escaped, ami in his written -state- 
tiuciiL he says that of the IS men com- 
.•prising the crew, seven were killed bc- 
Ifore the pirate got alongside. As they 
[boarded the merchantman they cut 
down four others, although they hud 
'surrendered. Of the seven others six 
died of torture. 
It was early in the 


bnuriiinjr when the capture was made, 
tiul all day long11 lift pirut a was trans- 
ferring cargo and torturing* the men. 
They were taken one by one and hung 
jup head 
downwards—gashed 
with 


[knives—ears cut olt :iml fingernails 
pulled uut with pincers, and their tor- 
tures made to last ns long as possible. 
[J.ate in 11 i afternoon Siinuilora was 
'called out. 31 e wan the last left alive. 
L\s he -was left free for :i moment he 
idashed three or four men aside and 


. sprang overboard, ami although he 


•was ilreil upon many times he swam 
nway unhurt, and for 1hc next 
HO 


hours drifted about on a box which 
"had formed part of the cargo. 


A .French merchantman called the 


Prince was ciipturcd with it crc\v of 
20 men. 
After she had been plun- 


<lered the pirnte bored holes In her bot- 
tom nnd sailed away, but she was come 
lip with beforu she sank by n. ship 
called the Swil'tsure, of Boston. 
It 


•was found that the. crew had been tor- 
tured to death. 
Jn the ease of the 


Fair \VIiul, of London, wonic of the 
crew were crucified. 
The crew of u 


French .vessel, which was 
drifting 


about water-logged, had been hung to 
.the yardarms by the feet, and some 
of. them had probably lived for a day 
or two before death came. The pirate 
spared neither man, woman nor child, 
nnd the destruction he created was so 
great that one wonders why his case 
•was not more sharply attended to. 
There eame ti tiny, however, as I have 
•guid, when a vigorous search for him 
was entered upon. 
. The three men-of-war sent out di- 
vided the Caribbean between thorn and 
made careful search, and the Black 
Devil made her escape and was not 
heard of for months, When she had 
reason to believe the eoast was clear 
aguiu she returned. Her first capture 
led to her destruction. One afternoon, 
in the year 1305, as ihe Jane Snow, of 
Newburyport, bound for the West In- 
dies, had sighted Puerto P.ico, the pi- 
rate brig appeared to windward. She 
had been, so often described that there 
was no mistaluiig her. J'osiah Marsh 
was skipper of the Snow, anil his crew 
numbered 12 men. As he had no guns 
aboard, and as the craft was a slow 
caller, he ordered over the long boat 
and everybody got Into her and the 


. Snow was abandoned. 
The pirates, 


chased the long boat for a couple ol 
JIOUI-B, but as the wind was light they 
could not come up with her. Then 
•they returned to pick up the Show. 


As the long boa(-with.Josiah Marsh 


and his crew aboard ran down through 
the Mona passage they met the British 
Jrigate Courier nnd gave her the news. 
-jThey had left the pirate craft 40 milca 
.behind them, but the Englishman was 
iprompt to go in search. The Ameri- 
jcans asked that they might he taken 
aboard and serve until the Black Devil 
,-was destroyed, and their reini-st was 
;couiplicd with. Jn a spirit of bravo 
/the pirate captain had entered her 
capture, on tho log, and had added that 
ho should cruise for n. week between 
•Puerto Jllco nnd the Barbtuloes, Acci- 
dent had changed his .plans, however. 
•As his craft la'y alongside the Snow 
:thclr rigging became entangled iind 
:ihe Black Devil had herforc topmast 
pprung. 
She came to anchor under 


the leo o£ uito of the Virgin islands to 
•repair damages, and hiid just got nil 
autaut whcn.the Courier hove in sight. 
I'hftfKiigl'ahmun 'kne.w taut ha must 
dUji'uiig.hia uhjjp. U ho wUUcd to get 


near me Spaniard. AS ne IO'JK up rno 
pursuit, he begun to overhaul his top. 
hamper, and after a few hours thu. 
Smart frigate looked as slovenly as 
uny merchantman afloat. The pirate 
let herself be overhauled to within a 
mile before she flew t he black ling, and 
ns the emblem Heated to the masthead 
she tired the first gun. She mounted 
32 guua'and had a crew of.118 men. 
Thu frigate mounted 24 guns and hud a 
crew of 140. 


It was not many minutes before the 


pirate found that he had been tricked. 
He would then have got away, but the 
breeze fell and he was under the guns 
of the Courier. The only thing to 
the credit of the Black Devil was the 
fight she made against superior force. 
Capture meant the halter, and for two 
long hours the pirates stood up to their 
work. At the end of that time she had 
lost upwards of SO men, hair' her guns 
were dismounted, und the brig had 
been hulled so often that there was 
live feet of water iu her hold. She was 
still lighting when the frigate run her 
aboard and poure.d 50 men on to her 
decks. Jn ten minutes they had pos- 
session. But little of value was found 
aboard the brig, as she had just re- 
turned to her cruising ground, but 
many of the articles removed are to be 
found in the British museum to-day. 
She was regularly fitted out with ft 
stock of implements of torture. 
13e- 


t ween decks there was a large cauldron 
set in l.rickwork, and close by a stock 
of seven barrels 01 oil. She had thumb- 
screws by the dozen, spiked boots, tho 
racks and benches used in the inquisi- 
tion, and indeed nothing was lacking in 
the torture line. 


Only 28 men of the pirate's crcv 


lived to bo liiki-n prisoners. Among 
them was her fourth or fifth captain, 
whose name was Alvarez. Jle was a 
man of 30, and no greater fiend ever 
lived. lie was the last man to give in, 
and was so severely wounded that for 
some diiya it wns a question whether 
he would live or die; The brig was so 
badly knocked about that- she found- 
ered, and the frigate landed the pirates 
in Jamaica for trial. 
They were a 


swaggering, boasting, definat lot. Not 
oue of them would turn king's evi- 
dence, nor did any fear death. In cold 
blood and knowing it would be used 
against them, the captain, mate and 
several of the crew made statements 
which held them up as veritable devils. 
The captain had only engaged iu two 
captures, and both vessels were Eng- 
lish. One carried a crew of 15, and tho 
other of 1K men. He boaster! that every 
man had becu tortured to death, und 
that some had lived six hours after 
their torture commenced. 
He said 


that with his own hand he hail uut olt 
thu ears, toes and iingcrs'of .1 mer- 
chant captain, and then spiked him 
down on his own duck with no less 
than M ship nail.;. 


The mate hndi been with the brig 


from the outset of her career. It took 
him two days fo make his "confession." 
All the implements of torture were in 
his charge, and he was the one who di 
reeled their application. He said he 
had been Ihe ik-ntli of 
1130 Knglish, 


French nnd American Knilorn, and 
there was sufficient corroborative evi- 
dence to prove lhat he was not boast- 
ing. The first capture made by the 
Blaeli Devil when she started out 
was the ship Plymouth Itock, of Salem. 
Until the llniil capture of the pirates 
the fate of this craft was a mystery, 
;i I though it was generally believed that 
she had sprung a leak and foundered in 
n. gale at sea. That devil of a mate, 
ehuekling over the memory us if he 
relished it, told 01! capturing the ship 
off S:m Salvador, and 
of 
torturing 


seven of her crew with his own hands. 
One of them was Hung into the caldron 
of 
boiling oil, and -his struggles 


splashed the oil.into the. fire and near- 
ly caused the loss of the brig. The 
others were hacked and gashed 
ftn(' 


had their bones broken before being 
put to death. 
A French merchant- 


man called the Dove had been missing 
for two years, and wns supposed to 
have been lost at aca. The mate of the 
Black Devil had her name and the cir- 
c.umstances of her capture recorded 
in his memory. The Dove had a crow 
of 1G men and carried nine passengers, 
all of whom were men. Shu was armed 
and made a fight, and five of her crew 
wens killed before she \v;is captured. 
As the pirate wns pressed for time 
none uf the living were 
tortured. 


Holes were bored to scuttle the Dove, 
iiml then her anchor was got over the 
bows and her cable overhauled to run 
over the rail. To this cable were tied 
the 20 survivors, a part of them being 
wounded. 
They stood in line clear 


back to the mainmast, each one tied 
•by his left wrist, and when the anchor 
was -cut away all were dragged over- 
: board with-it. 


The 'Irial of the pirates lasted about 


t.wo. w.ceks, and they were given two 
m ore in which to prepare for death. 
Not' one of them weakened 'in the 
slightest, arid they sang songs ntid 
joked with each other as they went to 
' the gallows. With the noose about his 
neck the mate: turned to the oflicer'iu 
charge of the execution and said: . .

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GROWN BY THE BILLION 


A Microbe Factory Where tlie 


Deadly Genus That Produce 
Disease are Cultivated. 


' [London Letter. 


Perhaps the most extensive microbe 


factory hi the world is located here, 
not a stone's throw 
from 
Chei 


bridge, on the Middlesex side of the 
river. 
It is an" ornate looking red 


building called tho British Institute 
of Preventive Medicine, and within 
its walls are brad microbes by the 
billion. 
And they are not by any 


means harmless varieties, 
either. 


Most of them are responsible for some 
one or the other of the plagues that 
afflict humanity. 
In one incubator 


is the bacillus septicus of consump- 
tion; In another is that responsible 
for the bubonic plague. 
A furry- 


looking specimen produces lockjaw, 
and there are 
hundreds of others, 


each more deadly than the other, to 
judge from their names. 


Peering1 curiously into the incuba- 


tors, which look for all the world like 
ordinary domestic ovens fitted with 
glass doors, one can at first see noth- 
ing save a number of round 
glass 


tubes, their ends stuffed \vith ordi- 
nary cotton wool. A closer investi- 


of glass—techhicfllly called a plati 
is coated with glycerine and exposed 
in the suspected locality. 
After be- 


ing allowed to remain there for a. 
certain number of hours it is removed 
to the laboratory and placed in an 
incubator at a temperature of 800 
degrees. 
In this atmosphere any 


bacilli that imiy be present quickly 
develop and are readily classified by 
the experts in attendance. 


Before leaving, an attendant was 
iked what would happen in 
the 


event of a charged test tube being 
accidentally broken, so as to permit 
of the germs therein being distri- 
buted in tlie surrounding atmosphere. 
The answer was reassuring-. The ar- 
tificially bred microbes, deprived of 
warmth and nourishment, would per- 
sh as certainly and as speedily as 
would nn orchid cast adrift upon an 
ce ffoe.

The Eskimos 
and some of the. eastern tribes of 
North America possess rather long 
heads, the Mongols have short ones 
nnd those of the .western and south- 
ern Indians are intermediate between 
the two. 


A portion of Mr. Lydekker's article 


is devoted to minor differences in 
physical form, language and civili- 
sation that would naturally manifest 
themselves in the course of centur- 
ies.
